Superintending School Gonmittee’s 


REPORT. 


To tHE Citizens or New Boston :—The School Committee, in compliance 
with law and custom, presents his annual report to the town. 

Our teachers the past year, collectively considered, have labored diligently 
for the good of those intrusted to their charge, and good improvement has 
been made in the various branches pursued. Most of the teachers have kept 
correctly the registers furnished them—others have kept them miserably, or 
in fact, in such a manner that the usual statistical information cannot be furn- 
ished. There is no good reason why teachers, with such plain directions be- 
fore them, cannot keep their registers preperly : how is the School Committee 
prepared to make his report to the town with imperfect registers ? Teachers 
are not entitled to their pay unless their registers are properly kept. I trust 
the several Prudential Committees will require it of the teachers in future be 
fore they pay them, and thereby aid the School Committee in presenting to 
the town a perfect report. 

The scholars who attended school regularly and applied themselves diligent- 
ly made commendable progress in their studies. Such scholars will make their 
mark, and will grow up to be useful men and women—to be honorable and 
useful citizens of the community. I am sorry to say that there isa class of 
scholars in the town, who—to judge from appearances—seem determined net 
to learn themselves, at least they do not make an effort in that direction, and 
it is painful to see a good school retarded in its progress, by these drones, 
sleepy-heads and Judases, who manage to wear away the school hours, by 

“ing; orin fact any way, except by study. Scholars should at- 
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tend regularly and apply themselves diligently to study, and by so doing, the 
above class will soon become extinct. 

The Prudential Committees, in selecting teachers should procure those of 
experience, ifpossible, even if at a higher price. A good teacher is cheap ata 
high price. é 

Besides the usual branches, Algebra, Geometry, Astronomy, Physical Geo 
graphy, Physiology and Philosophy have been taught in several schools with 
good success 

Having thas briefly spoken of the schools asa whole, I now proceed to 
speak more particularly of each district in order : 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Nathaniel Manning, Agent.—Only one term.of school, and that by Miss 
Lucy A. Burns, of Merrimac. I visited this school twice, and always found 
tbe scholars industrious and orderly. At the close of the term the classes in 
Arithmetic recited promptly, alsoa very good class in Geography. The writ- 
ing books looked welland showed much improvement, Reading and spelling 
were fair. 

Length of school 9 weeks; whole number of scholars 15 ; average attendance 
12; register imperfect; wages not understood. 


DISTRICT NO, 2. 


James M. Tuttle, Agent.—Summer Term—Miss Mercie J. P. Fisher, teach- 
er. At the closing examination there was a respectable improvement in some 
of the branches taught, especially writing. The order was not the best, but 
perhaps as good as could be expected for the first attempt. 

Length of school 8 weeks; whole number of scholars 12 ; average attendance 
11 ; register imperfect. 

Winter Term.—Miss Sarah Farley, teacher. The school under the care of 
Miss F. made a far better appearance than usual. The order was good, and 
the improvement better than -previous terms, Several very good classes in 
mental and written arithmetic, also a good class in grammar, writing books 
fair. 
Length of school 10 weeks; whole number of scholars 19; average attend- 
ance 15 ; register imperfect. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Henry M Fairfield, Agent—One short term of school, taught by Miss 
Martha R. Butterfield, of Dunbarton. The scholars were very young anda 
little backward, yet judging from the improvement made it was a success. 
Miss B. is a teacher of good qualifications and has had considerable experience, 
The new school house is quite an ornament to the district, and speaks well for 
the generosity of citizens. 

Length of term 6 weeks; whole number of scholars 9; average attendance 7 ; 
wages per month including board $24. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


No Register having been received, consequently I am unable to report the 
name of the agent, and statistical information. Both terme of school were taught 
by Miss Elizabeth C, Kendall. The school has been under the charge of Miss 
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K. for the past two years, and I think she has given universal satisfaction. 
This teacher has many good qualifications; she always appears to have the 
good will of her scholars, and governs without severity, 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Jonathan Marden, Agent.—Summer Term—Miss L, A. Marden, teacher, 
At the examination, I found several scholars, yawning, ,sleeping, stretching 
and gaping, which gave the school rather a drowsy appearance; the rest of 
the scholars-were wide awake, and passed a very creditable examination. A 
new school house is much needed in this district. 

Length of term 8 weeks ; according to the register the wages were $2 per 
week ; whole number of scholars 11; average attendance 9. 

Winter Term, by Miss Elizabeth C. Kendall. I visited the school only once 
and found it in excellent order, and apparently prospering. A few of the 
aforesaid “‘yawners” were present ; most of the recitations were well learned 
and promptly recited. Register not returned. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


David McCollom, agent.—Both terms were taught by Miss L. Smith, of 
Mont Vernon, This isa very interesting school and has improved much in 
point of scholarship within the past two years. The parents are interested in 
the right direction; they furnish a good teacher, and have their children con- 

stantly at school, Register not returned. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Alonzo Rowell, Agent.—Miss Nellie B. Holt, teacher. Miss H. isa fine 
scholar, and is an excellent teacher in every respect. No schoolappeared bet- 
ter than this at the examination. Recitations in all the common branches 
were very good and the dlasses in Higher Arithmetic, Algebra and Geemetry 
were first rate. So much for a good teacher, hire her again. 

Length of school 8 weeks; wages per month $12 and board; whole number 
of scholars 13 ; average attendance 11. One perefect register. 

Winter Term.—Miss Lydia W. Dodge, teacher. Miss D. has many excellent 
qualifications for a teacher;she is a thorough scholar, and apt to teach, but 
as tbis was her first effort, and laboring under the disadvantage of teaching in 
her native district, she failed somewhat in point of order. There was a fair 
improvement in most brancnes taught. , 

Length of school 10 weeks; wages per month, including board, $16 ; whole 
number of scholars 11; average attendance 10. 


DISTRICT NO. 8, 


E. L. Bartlett, Agent.—Both terms of the primary department by Miss 
Sarah L. Cochrane. This champion of ‘Infantry Tactics’ has drilled the 
squad so long, to the satisfaction of all concerned, that I think it best to give 
her an annuity, and let her teach the school the ‘‘rest of her days”’—at least 
so long as she shall continue a member of the corps of teachers. The rhetori- 
cal exercises at the closing examination, were worthy of rote. 

First Term, length of . school] 10 weeks; second term 12 weeks; wages of 
teacher per month including board, first term $20, second term $22; whole 
number of scholars, first term 31, average attendance 24; second term 382, 
average atte dance 27. 

Upper School, Summer Term--Miss Laura E. Jerald, teacher. I visited this 


$ 
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school several times, and as far as I am able to judge, it was a profitable term. 
The recitations were all promptly recited. There were some very interesting 
classes in astronomy, philosophy, grammar and analysis. Singing was 
practiced with good success. Miss J. was well qualified, apt to impart, and 
maintains the best of order. 

Length of school 10 weeks; wages per month, including board $20 ; whole 
number of scholars 32; average attendance 22, " 

Winter Term was taught by Miss Helen A. Clough, of Manchester. Miss 
Clough has had considerable experience as a teacher and came to us_ well re- 
commended, but for want of tact she failed to satisfy in all respects. At the 
examination some of the scholars who attended regularly, and were industri- 
ous, made respectable improvement in the branches taught. While on the 
other hand the ‘‘heedless and aimless” scholars were dull and stupid as usual. 

Length of school 12 weeks; wages per month, including board $28 ; whole 
number of scholars 45; average attendance 34, 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Samuel Crombie, Agent.—In a school so small as this, it is impossible to 
judge much of a teacher’s capacity ; for with so small a number of very young 
scholars, it is not at all natural for either teacher or pupil to feel sufficient in- 
terest to put forth their best efforts. Theschoo! usually numbers four scholars, 
and they are always stowed away in so many nooks and corners, too far from 
each other to be atall neighborly ; consequently quiet reigns and good order 
prevails. The improvement in the branches pursued was all that could reason- 
ably be expected. Miss Mary A. Campbell, teacher Summer Term. 

Length of school 8 weeks; wages not understood in the register ; whole 
number of scholars 4; average attendance 8. 

Mr. George Warren, teacher, Winter Term.—Register not returned. It 
seems to be a waste of time and money to pay full wages—so few scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Robert Brown, Agent.—Here for want of sufficient opportunity, this school 
is probably the most backward in the town. Yet many of the scholars 
manifested a desire to learn, and there was a fair improvement generally by 
those who attended regularly. For several years past, the interest in the 
school has been lost sight by the parents, but at present, 1am happy to say 
that the right spjrit seems to be reviving. 

Only one term of 8 weeks, by Miss Mary E. Woodbury; wages per month 
including board $19; whole number of scholars 138; average attendance 9. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Joseph Tucker, Agent.—Here Miss Mary J. Wood, of Francestown, made 
her first effort at teaching, and had she not partially failed in maintaining 
that state of discipline which is so essential to the success of a school, better 
satisfaction would have been given. Measles entered the school at the begin- 
ning and much retarded its progress; but notwithstanding this, considerable 
imprevement was made in the different branches. 

Length of school 9 weeks ; wages per week $2, and board; whole number 
of scholars 18; average attendance 10. : 

Winter Term, by Miss Lydia Dodge. This school surely stands first in 
town, and it was a pleasure to visit it and witness the order and industry of 
the scholars. When scholars are active, appreciate the advantages they enjoy,

are sent to school regularly and strive to excel each’other in the acquisition 
of knowledge, it is always a pleasant exhibition, While allappeared well, 
special mention would be made of the classes in higher arithmetic, algebra 
and grammar. Register not returned. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


S. Dane, Esq., Agent.—This school has only five scholars—two from Frances- 
town, and the rest from New Boston. The scholars are quite sharp, and this 
renders it a pleasant school for one so small. Some excellent classes in Alge- 
bra, arithmetic and grammar. Jennie M. Marden, teacher, summer term, and 
Mary R. Kingsbury, winter term. 

Summer term 10 weeks; winter term 10 weeks; wages per month, suummer 
term $6 and board; winter term $12 and board; average attendance 4 91-98. 


: DISTRICT NO. 13. 


Joseph Gage, Agent.—Summer Term taught by Miss Mary R. Kingsbury. 
I visited this school several times, and was mucb pleased with its appearance, 
The examination was very creditable to teacher and scholars. 

Length of school 8 weeks; wages per month $12 and board; whole number 
of scholars 25; average attendance 20, 

Winter Term by Miss Lydia S. McNeil. At the examination I listened to 
the recitations in higher arithmetic, algebra, grammar and analysis, and was 
satisfied they had been thoroughly taught, and well understood. Miss M, has 

~ taught this school several terins, and needs no word of commendation from 
me. The parents deserve much praise for the interest they manifest in the 
welfare of the school. The average attendance is the best of any school in the 
town, 

Length of school 11 weeks; wages per month, exclusive of board $18; wkole 
number oi scholars 22 ; average attendance 20, 


DISTRICT NO. 14. 


Amos Langdell, Agent.—Summer—Josie A. Huntington, teacher. The 
scholars in this district are quite young; yet they seem to understand their 
duty, attend regularly, study well, and made fair improvement. 

Length of summer term 8 weeks ; wages per month exclusive of board $8; 
whole number of scholars 13; average attendance 10. 

Winter—Ella F. Nutting, teacher. 

Length of school 10 weeks; and register very imperfect. 


DISTRICT NO. 15. 


Daniel Lovering, Agent.—Only one term of school, Mrs. Rachel R. Wilson, 
teacher. The scholars in this district have not very good advantages, con- 
sequently they are backward in their studies. I visited this schoul several 
times and found the scholars making considerable effort. The examination 
showed commendable improvement. 

Length of school 15 weeks; wages per month, including board $16; whole 
number of scholars 17, and only 9 of these belonged to the district; average 
attendance 14, 


DISTRICT. NO. 16. 


™ Stephen F. Burnham, Agent.—The Summer Term taught by Miss Lydia 
Dodge, was probably the most successful school this district has had, for two 
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years, at least. Many of the scholars are young, yet atthe examination the 
recitations in arithmetic and grammar were thoroughly understood and prompt- 
ly recited. Miss D. is an excellent teacher. Register not returned. « 
Winter Term was taught by Mr. John K. Warren. I visited this school 
twice at the commencement, and was satisfied that the teacher was discharg- 
ing his duty faithfully. I did not visit the school at its close, consequently 
am unable to report the improvement made in the various branches. The 
Prudential Committee, and several parents have informed me that it was satis- 
factory. \ 
Length of schoo! not given in the register; wages $1 per day and board; 
whole number 25; average attendance 22. 


DISTRICT NO. 17. 


Perry Richards, Esq., Agent. This is a union district with No. 17 in Weare, 
and had one term at the expence of New Boston ; taught by Miss Mary Rich- 
ards, On visiting this school everything appeared favorable for a successful 
term, and the best evidence that it was so, is the fact that she was engaged to 
teach a private school after the public money was expended. Scholars were 
very orderly and recitations good. Twelve scholars were not absent one half 
days
